At 9:30 a.m... a press conference 
was held inthe VIP Room. Phillip 
Ullow of the Chicago-based 
company who put the show 
together, called it “a forum. for 
U.S. prime contractors to display 
their wares.”

Maddox asked the board to explain why it had told him last April that 
a delay in construction to redesign the center around tive ash trees would 
mean that the funds for the building would be lost, when in fact the 
project has now been delayed six months without a loss of the money. 

SAC President Bill Wenrich fielded this question, stating, “When AB8& 
passed, it changed the restriction on the funds” that would have been 
taken back under previous legislation if the project was delayed. Wenrich 
added that this law had been “unknown to anyone until August.” 

Maddox asserted, however, that “the Board stated the money would be 
lost by June 30.” 

The el DON news chief then turned to the Bristol Street entrance 
problem. On this topic Montejano and Maddox agreed -- itisa problem, 
Wenrich pointed out that he and Dr. Vern Armstrong, dean of planning 
and development, would be working to get the city to re-stripe the street 
and to have signs put up to warn drivers not to make illegal turns in and 
out of that entrance. 

Montejano commented, “Someday we'll have to figure out how to 
increase participation.” At that point, a spectator interjected, “What 
about the 3,500 students who were involved enough to sign the petition 
(referring to Maddox's “Save the Trees” petition.) 

Montejano said at that point that he did not believe that all who signed 
the petition, which was circulated last April, were SAC students.

emphatically, “This type of 
technology is not of interest to 
them.” (It did take some 
considerable effort for this student 
reporter to gain entrance.) 

Mike Benner, who has a Sufday 
night talk show on KLOS, asked 
Ullow if he could see the irony in 
the fact that there was such 
security to “defend men of war 
from men of peace.” Ullow had no 
comment. 

After the news conference, the 
press was escorted through more 
security into the exhibit hall. “You 
are free to walk around and ask 
questions and take pictures,” said 
Grose. 

Ullow was right, the displays 
were not weapons that could kill. 
However, the video tapes running 
in many of the booths showed how 
the electronic gadgetry could be 
used in conjunction with weapons 
and increase the “neutralization of 
the enemy.” 

It was obvious why the world is 
spreading over $400 BILLION per 
year on arms: CO® laser-guided 
missiles, navigation equipment 
that allows instant target orienta- 
tion, a complete line of night vision 
equipment which makes it easier to 
spot and eliminate the enemy, spy-

Inter- 
state also showed off its new Voice 
Data Entry System.

Public interest supports 
solar technology project

Because of the tremendous amount of recent public 
intérest in the area of energy conservation, SAC’s 
science departments will. be adding several new 
courses involving solar energy and alternate energy 
sources for the 1980 fall semester. 

Three persons, Theodora Edwards, chairman of the 
chemistry department; Bruce Alexander, chairman of 
the department of environmental studies; and 
Richard Bates, chairman of the biology department 
under the guidance of Dean Dean Stringer and Dean 
George Osborn will make plans to put this Solar 
Energy Project into effect. 

“Our goal is to provide a solar technology program 
probably with the emphasis on solar energy,” Osborn 
said. Students who wish to pursue the subject as a 
possible career, according to Osborn, will eventually 
be able to earn an associate degree. 

By adding new courses, Stringer said he hopes to 
accomplish two things. One is to prepare employment 
for those interested in the area of solar technology. 
The other is to give the public an opportunity to 
participate in an avocational framework around the 
house. 

In order to add new courses to the catalog, careful 
designing and outlining of each course must be written 
out and presented to the Board of Curriculum for 
approval. “We have to begin a year in advance in 
order to meet the deadline,” Edwards said. 

An advisory committee made up of people in the 
community and industry will provide guidance in 
choosing classes that meet community needs. “We'll

use the advisory committee to set up forums as well as 
aid the project as a whole,” Edwards explained. 

Beginning next semester, a number of public 
forums or lectures will be presented here on campus. 
coordinated by Edwards. “I will be in charge of 
putting on eight public forums in energy,” she noted. 

Bates will also be addressing the public through 
lectures on environmental biology sometime in 
February. 

Besides those pertaining to solar energy, courses 
involving geothermal energy and nuclear energy also 
will be instituted. 


Class projects will include construction of solar - 


collectors, domestic hot water heating systems and 
windspinners, all designed to conserve energy. 

As part of the Solar Energy Project, an 
Environmental Resour¢e Center will be constructed 
on campus. Along with an information center, there 


-will be a loosely made houselike structure designed to 


be built and rebuilt so the students may learn to use 
solar energy in the household by actually doing 
according to Osborn. 

As an overall view on the project, Edwards said. 
“Our emphasis is on serving the community. This 
would mean having library resources as wellas classes 
in theory and technology. The idea of the resource 
center will provide reference for those interested.” 

Stringer concluded, “Whenever we have a new 
program development project that is taking place, we 
stop and say ‘no this isn’t what we're going to do, but 
we need these courses. The time is right.”

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Rape specialist to teach prevention 


Increase in sex assaults emphasizes need for defense

, The acquisition of rape prevention skills ranks high on the priority list 
of women today. 

A violent crime and traumatic experience, rape is no respector of age, 
race or economic status. Precautions can be taken, and these will be 
taught.in a class now being offered by the Rancho Santiago Community 
College District. 


Teaching women to protect themselves against assault will be the focus 
of the course being taught by Gaddi Vasquez, a former crime prevention 
specialist for the Orange Police Department. 

In the past five years, Vasquez has guided over 5,000 women in learning 
tactics that can help to save their life. 

“Rape-ls not a sex crime, but a crime of violence. The motivation is not 
of a sexual] nature,” he expounded. “If a man desires a woman, he can find 
one with a small effort. There is no need to force a woman.” He went on to 
give the example of an 80-year-old woman being raped and killed. 

“The first step in class is teaching women the psychological dimensions 
of a rapist, how to identify one and how to determine his motivations.” 
Vasquez declared. 

Rape prevention and home security are closely tied. “The 10 cases that 
occurred here in Orange County do not show any evidence of forced 

entry. The victims were asleep and left a window or a screen door open,” 
Vasquez explained. He plans on spending class time demonstrating 
various security measures. 

“Many women underestimate their strength due to lack of self- 
confidence. Our goal is to portray a picture of what could happen and 
prepare a person for any potential attacks,” he said.

Registration opens this week 


for the Fall Mini-semester

The yellow, rather large insert in 
the el DON this week is the list of 
courses for the nine-week, mini- 
semester at SAC. Courses begin on 
Nov. 13 and will end Jan. 29. 

Registration will take place in 
the Counseling Center starting 
now and continuing until classes 
begin. It is suggested that you sign 
up early to insure yourself of a seat 
in class. 

The courses are mainly open 
entry, open exit, meaning that the 
student may enter or leave as their 
needs are fulfilled. Anyone may 
take part in the mini-semester as 
long as they meet the qualifications 
which follow: you must be a 
district resident 18 years of age or 


older. If you are under that age. 
you must either have a high school 
diploma, a certificate of high 
school proficiency or be involved 
in the Career Advanced Placement 
Program. 

The classes provide the chance 
for students to acquire needed 
credits in the shortest amount of 
time possible while sull continuing 
with their regularly scheduled 
courses. 

Most of the courses involved in 
the mini-semester are included in 
the normal programming of each 
semester such as guidance and P.E. 
classes. The other courses are 
specifically designed to fit the 
shorter time allotment. 

Making the classes shorter than 


the normal I8-week semester will 
make some courses slightly harder 
than usual. This is compensated 
for by the fact that the tougher 
classes are transferable to a four- 
year college ar university, while the 
easier ones are not. 

A random sample of the courses 
presented includes: Guidance |22- 
Assertion Training: Health 
Education 107-Cardioplumonary 
Resuscitatton: CHILD 098- 
Exploring Parenting plus a sum 
total of 95 more available classes.

During that time, the American public has been subjected to 
stories of conspiracy, accounts of CIA and FBI cover-ups and countless 
other tales of chicanery.

I appeared before the Board of Trustees Monday night to ask them 
some questions. My main query was, “Why did the Board state that 
funding forthe new Campus Center would be lost if the construction were 
delayed past June 30, when in fact, construction has been delayed and the 
funds were not lost?” 

Much to my surprise, the new president of SAC, Bill Wenrich, took it 
upon himself to answer for the Board. | do not understand why Wenrich 
felt he should reply to my question when their statements were made 
before he came to SAC. I feel that he should have allowed the Board 
members to speak for themselves. Regardless, even his answer was 
inadequate at best. 

Wenrich stated that a bill had been passed in August which stopped the 
funds from being taken. However, the Board stated that the funds would 
be lost by June 30, not August. Even more absurd than that is the fact that 
on June 15, | was told by the Chancellor’s Office in Sacramento that if the 
funds were not spent by June 30, they would not only NOT lose them, 
they would draw more interest on them! 

When the Board finally spoke, President Rudolfo Montejano told me 
he would answer me if I wrote him a letter. | continued asking him to 
answer me now while he evaded my questions and finally said the Board 
had operated on “misinformation.” 

During the time I spoke to the Board, Godinez was reading. He rattled 
the pages of a copy of el DON. While he read, Taylor puffed on his pipe, 
Dowden smiled and Hernandez agreed with Montejano. 

So, that was the reply of the Board of Trustees -- “Misinformation.” 
That brings up a question.I now ask the Board to answer by a reply 
through el DON to the 3,500-plus students, faculty and staff who signed 
the petition to save the trees in the construction area last semester. “How 
could the Board of Trustees allow misinformation to go unnoticed when 
they were dealing with an issue as important as $3.2 MILLION of the 
District’s money?”

Climbing ladder to success: 
Nursing students use mannequins, 
real patients in career program 
working to develop medical skills

Ina room where life-sized man- 
nequins lie passively in beds, a 
group of students are practicing 
for an exam. Carefully, one 
woman turns a mannequin on its 
side; she must change the sheets 
while the “patient” is still in bed. 

The women are taking the first 
step in SAC’s career ladder nursing 
program -- the nursing assistant 
class. After that comes the LVN, or 
Licensed Vocational Nursing level. 
If students choose to continue their 
training, they may work toward 
RN -- Registered Nursing. Units 
may be transferred to any 
university that offers a Bachelors 
degree in the field. 

“We are the leaders in the state 
in this program,” explained 
assistant director Joy Albert. “Our 
students have always performed 
above the California mean in RN 
and LVN board exams.” 

While earning their credits, 
many work in hospitals as nursing 
assistants. And “all of our students 
have been employed after 


graduating.” said Albert. 

Not all have time’ tor 
employment in the field, however. 
LVN student Kathy Ownby works 
as a waitress because her school 
schedule keeps her from a nursing 
job. And no wonder! She studies 
biology and physiology, besides

having classes on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, clinical hours on 
Mondays and Tuesdays and 90 
hours of required films. 

“You have to keep on top of 
what you're doing!’ she exclaimed. 

Hospital hours are required for 
all nursing students. Locations are 


Santa Ana - Tustin Community, 
Saint Joseph’s and the Children’s 
Hospital of Orange County. 

Each LVN student cares for two 
patients, learns to give medication, 
treats wounds and assesses 
patients for symptoms. 

RN students learn to lead a team 
of eight aides and LVN’s, give IV 
treatments and also assess patients. 

SAC’s department chair of 
health sciences, Irene Newby, also 
has a lot to do. This year she will 
train Mary Reinika, a new student 
teacher who graduated from the 
career ladder program. 

Reinika, who will teach the RN - 
Medtcal-surgical class, is finishing 
the last semester of her Bachelors 
degree at Cal State Los Angeles. 
She will soon start on her Masters. 

In her office on the second floor 
of Russell Hall, Newby -- a small 
woman with gray hair and a 
pleasant face -- concluded her 
interview. Smiling, she said, “The 
career ladder offers an excellent 
Opportunity for anyone who 
wishes to have a career in nursing.”
